THE  BUDGET 

The  School  Directors  have  done  much  work  on  the  development  of  the 
school  budget.  Our  costs  for  the  next  fiscal  year  will  be  higher  due  to  the 
following  factors: 

1.  The  financing  of  the  addition  to  our  East  School  as  authorized  at  the 
last  special  town  meeting.  Your  Directors  recommend  permission  to  finance 
this  project  over  a  three  year  period,  in  order  not  to  create  too  great  a  burden 
upon  the  taxpayer  this  year. 

2.  In  order  to  hold  our  personnel  in  a  time  of  rising  prices,  it  is  necessary 
to  pay  salaries  at  least  on  a  par  with  our  neighboring  communities.  This  will 
necessitate  some  salary  adjustments. 

3.  More  pupils  will  be  attending  high  school  which  will  increase  our 
tuition  costs.  Tuition  costs  per  pupil  may  alsd  be  higher. 

4.  Costs  of  labor,  and  costs  of  materials  and  supplies  to  carry  on  our 
schools  are  on  the  increase. 

5.  Increasing  enrollments  cause  a  resulting  need  for  additional  books, 
more  supplies,  etc.,  all  resulting  in  a  higher  cost.

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YOUR  PUBLIC  HEALTH  NURSE 

Clarendon  is  one  of  a  number  of  Vermont  towns  provided 
with  generalized  public  health  nursing  service  by  the  State  De¬ 
partment  of  Health  during  1950.  The  local  appropriation  of 
$336.00  was  added  to  state  and  federal  funds  to  cover  the  cost  of 
maintaining  this  service.  The  contribution  of  the  public  health 
nurse  is  essentially  educational.  This  may  be  in  the  form  of  nurs¬ 
ing  care  to  the  sick,  or  health  guidance  and  instruction  to  the 
sick  and  well. 

In  accomplishing  this  purpose  the  local  Health  Council  and 
other  private  and  public  agencies  have  been  most  helpful. 

The  following  statistical  report  shows  the  services  which  I  gave 
your  town  as  your  public  health  nurse  during  the  period  January 
1,  1950  through  December  31,  1950.
